NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Rarely has it been our good fortune to publish such favourable news from 
Roumania as that contained in the letter which appeared in our last iesue from 
urable correspondent in Bucharest. In that letter three remarkable instances 
were given of almost unexampled consideration shown to the Jews by the 
public authorities in different parts of the country. Satisfactory, however, as is 
the retribution which has overtaken the notorious anti-Semites, Polichroniades: and 


Bleuteresco, whose names had long been a terror to the Jews, more gratifying 


atill, as likely to be of permanent advantage, is the attitude of the Prefect of 
Police of Bucharest towards some Jewish pedlars. It will be remembered that 
a Hawking Law was passed by the Bratiano Cabiaet, which according to reliable 
authorities, deprived 20,000 Jews of their means of subsistence. Colonel Venesco, 
thenew Prefectof Police in the capital, struck bythe arguments of Jewish 
pedlars who had been charged before him with violating the Act, has pledged 
himself that he will allow the Law to remaic a dead letter. And what is 
yet more iinportant, it iscontemplated by the Government, as our correspondent 
hears, to bringin a Bill before the Chambers for modifying the severity of the 
Hawking Act. So just is the disposition of the Cabinet with regard to the Jews, 
that Ministers ureeven credited with the intention of revoking the decree by which a 
nuniber of Jews were banished in 1885—though we imagine that at least 
oce of these exiles now holding an important position in London would 
hardly avail himself of this revocation—and of amending the 
stringent Alien Law of 1881. These are so many straws indicating the 
direction in which the wind blows, and all friends of Jewish emincipation in 
Roumania can but hope that the pending general elections for the Senate and 


Coamber of Deputies, will give a long lease of power to the Rosetti-Majorescu- 
Carp Cabinet. 


Our recent surmise that Italy would soon have its Jewish General has been 
verified. Colonel Guido Ottolenghi, of the General Staff, one of the ablest 
officers in the Italian Army, has received his well-merited promotion, and is 
now a General of Brigade. General Ottolenghi and his numerous Jewish 
uilitary colleagues of high rank are evidently proud of their religious connection, 
for they are constantly to be seen on Sabbaths. at synagogue in full uniform, 
Austria has also witnessed the appointment of a Jew to the grade of General, 
though in this instance the rank is Honorary. The officer to whom we refer is 
Dr. Michael Waldstein, Sanitary Chief of the Second Army Corps, who has 
been appointed Surgeon on the General Staff, with the rank of General. There

In a notice of the disastrous effects of the recent overflowing of the Elbe a pro- 
vincial German paper writes : Whilst many of the victims of the inundations were 
sorely pressed by their Christian creditors, a Jew behaved most: nobly towards 
an unfortunate Christian. The debtor had to meet a bill of 220 marks, and on 
the day it fell due his Jewish creditor called on him and asked if he were able 
to pay that sum. For reply the man pointed to his ruined home. After a 
moment’s thought the Jew tore the bill into piecer, and remarked to his aston- 
ished debtor, ‘‘ You have always paid your debts honestly, and have done so 
to-day. ‘Take these fifty marks, which may help you to tide over present

Srkr,—Mr. Ion Perdicaris article in the Fortnightly Review advocates its abolish- 
ment acd substitution of Mixed Tribunals, Nothing could be worse for the Jews 
residing there. They will be at the mercy of corrupt Moors and hostile Evropeans. They 
want every aid possible t>» enable them to combat the anti-Semitic tendencies 
which for many years past have been gradually introduc:d int» Morocco by 
European residents. What is most distressing to witness is that anti-Semitism is

Bargash said to him “ Why do not the American Jews and other Europcan Hebrew 
communities intervene in behalf of their coreligionists in Russia, Roumania, and 
other countries nearer them than we are? The outrages perpetrated there are far 
worse than in Morocco. Or is it because they consider us small and weak that 
they come dictating to us laws which they dared not do in Europe?” on

PENTECOST. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHROSICLE,” 

Sin,—I beg most deferentially to call your attention to what seems to me 
after reading it very carefully, a serious omission in your admirably written leader 
of this week on Pentecost. But for the fir-t paragraph, it is so forceful, so true 
and so Jewish that it might, with alvantage, be read from any pulpit as a timely 
and profitable commentary upon the great historical association of Pentecost —the 
Revelation on Mount Sinai. But, as it professes to desl with the lesson of tbe 
festival, and, as it may be expected to go some way towards influencing the con- 
eeption of Pentecost of those who read it, it needs to be pointed out that the first 
and best lesson of the Festival is totally ignored, while your opening sentences do 
not admit of the supposition that the omission is accicental. You set forth that 
“The festival of Pentecost is more strictly a theological observance than any other 
of the sacred days of the Jewish year.’’ Itis hardly that. If anything it is less 
than other festivals a “theological observance.” The adjective “theological” very 
often acts as a pillar of cloud which fogs a3 many people as it serves to guide, and 
sufficient care is not always taken to prevent what is made clear by Religion being 
obscured by means of Theology. You proceed to say that “ Pentecost is devoted to 

the celebration of a theological principle.” To this I take great exception. It 
frequently happens that coincidences—more or less accsidental—surround a festival 
with a multitude of assoc'ations. When this is the case, they should be kept dis- 
tinct from each other. There is no necessity for a minor association to be obscured | 
and there must be precaution against a principal association being ignored. In the 
case of Shevouos, the anniversary of the Revelation gives the festival aljded signifi- 
cance, but, so far from Shevouos being dereted to its celebration, I did not know 


that it was instituted in view of the Revelation. If the Law had been given on 


Mount Sinai in the middle of the winter we should yet have been keeping Pente- 
cost when we do and in the manner we do, And if Jews did not keep Pentecost, 
and, indeed, if there were no Jews in existence to do so, nature would be holding 
festival notwithstanding, The chief significance of this charming festival—thatz 
which is just missed in your leader—consists in its being maa’s response to the 
jubilation around him of Nature, reawakened ani refreshed. This time of year it 
js above all others which excites in most people a senso of indefinab!e yet exquisite 
light heartedness, This is a feeling that something happy is going to occur. It is 


a feeling that makes our step more springy and ouc hearts more cheery, In fact if | 
there is nothing particular to be happy about we feel as if there ought to be. I do 


not know that I have very saccessfully attempted definition of this feeling, tut 
doubtless it is sufficiently recognisable, Defined successfully or not, however, I 
take this feeling to be the gratitude of our human hearts for all God's gifts, and I 
take Shevouos to be the occasion provided for its expression. In these days when 
the push and hurry of commerce are so absorbing and when we Jews seem to be 
getting less and less inclined to the agricultural pursuits of our ancestors and 
consequently more out of immediate touch with nature, it is more than ever 
necessary to emphasise just that part of religious observance which directs our 
attention to nature, the great mirror wherein we can best see God reflected 
Still more than this, the greatest homage that has ever been rendered to God by 
man is that which inspired the worship of those who felt God even if they did 
not know there wus a (rod, and who, before the invention of Theology or “ Theo- 
logical observances,” worshipped the warm sunshine and the green budding trees 
with a reverence that puts to shame much of our theology in these days of science — 
science ¢ gerywhere —science even in Religion, I do not think that the thunders 
and lightnings of Sinai were to coerce the Israelites into dread of God and: His 
Law, but to show nature-worshippers that the power they had loved and feared 
in the thunder and in the lightning was the same that was now giving them the 
Law. This law, while indicating high moral aspirations, encourages no deflection 
from that communion, with all around us that began religion and perhaps—who 
knows !—ended it where it began.

dark staircase. You grope your way up wit) difficulty. Arrived at the first lauding 
you discern a low-ceilinged room, perhaps not more than pine or ten feet square 


air of the room is foul and fetid. Nearly a dozen people are crowded into this 
small chamber. Tho loud sharp click, the whirr of three or four sewing machine 
is heard. The occupants are hard at work, either turning the machines or presing 
cloth with the heated iron. The women toilas eagerly as the men; they do not lif; 
their eyes from their button-holing and their felling as they answer the, questions 
addressed to them. They donot give themselves—perhaps they are not allowed 
to give themst]lves—the needful time for the refreshment they eo sorely require, 
just hastily swallowing a cup of tea between the stitches of their work. And on 
enquiry you will learn, that these women have been working since early mom, 
toiling twelve hours a day and more for the poorest pittance, wearing the flesh of 
their fingers to the bone for starvation wages. ' 
Or let us enter some other workshop. The night has far advanced, ten o'¢lock 
has struck. You think surely these poor driven toilers have laboured hard enouga. They 
have retired to rest, or are breathing a little fresh air in the streets. Ab,no! Enter 
with me this narrow tenement. The gas or petroleum lampis flaring. Boots are lying 
in heaps on the floor and on benches. Knuifers and finishers are still hard at work, 
They have been engagel iu their occupation since four o'clock in the morning, You 
will learn on enquiry that 18 hours are regarded as aa ordinary day's work ia the 
boot-finishing trade. And sometimes when orders are pressing, the workmen com- 
mence on ThursJay morning, toil on right through the night until late Friday 
evening at an average rate of about 18s. per week, Now you might be justified in 
thinking that this statement involves a gross exaggeration, that it is absolutely 
impossible for human hands to labour for 36 or 40 consecutive hours. I would wn- 
doubtedly have imagined it to be so, But when I hear the same assertion repeate! 
at one workshop after the other, when I consider that there exists no possible motive 


for misrepresentation on this h*ad, when, moreover, a well authenticated case is 


brought before me of a poor fellow who, not so very long ago, breathed his last 
whilst at work, from overfatigae and underfeeding—when I hear all this, it 
seems tome that scepticism must cease. , 

I have brought these painful and distressing details before you, because since 


| the appointment of the Select Committee of the House of Lords, this question of 


overtoil is coming to tha fore and will, no doubt, ere long, engage the attention 
of the legislature. It must be conceded that many of the facts which have recent'y 
come to light have surprised, startled, aye, appalled us. We were always aware 
that poverty and wretchedness in a variable degree and quantity were all over the 
land, and that this flood of misery attained i's highwater mark in the East End of 
London, I had often been in squalid homes and sympathised with the want and 
wretchedness of their inmates, but had nos deemal it necessary to entar the abode 
of labourand the haunts of industry. I therefore had not realized how fierce an! 
keen was the struggle for existence, that our poor were toiling harder than ever 
slaves did in Rome or the West Iudies—for a mere pittance. We know that over 
work and underpayment are in themselves no new phenomena. Forty years ago Canon 
Kingsley took up the subject and pourtrayed. in his Alton Locke the sufferings of 
the struggling tailor, aud exposed the evils of the so-called slop system. And 
even before that, Hood had sung his immortal Song of the Shirt, pleading to men 
with their mothers, and wives and sisters: 
“It is not linen you're weariog out, 
But human creatures’ lives. 
Stitch, stitch, stitch, 
In poverty, hunger and dirt, 
Sewing at once with a double thread 

A shroud as well asa shirt.” 

But it is only recently that this overtoil has attracted the public eye on accouat 
of its assuming larger dimensions and being spread over a greater area, and has 
even been dignified by a special name as the Sweating System. 

What are we to understand by it? It is of course not limited to our own acd 
} munity, nor is it confined to those trades especially affectod by them. Bat I wil 


speak primarily as I know it both from personal observation and froma study of 
articles penned by a zcalous brother in faith and as far as it concerns 
gioni:ts. Originally a tailor or abootmaker in this country was a regu 
and trained workman able to make garments and boots of all 
beginving to the end, the only subdivision of labour being that which 
from the employment of apprentices. But the introduction of wa 
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of the narrow streets ia Spitalfields, I must trouble you to ascend a very low nj.

None of them 
yr ny exceptional skill ia their pursuit or length of time in their acquisition. 
nae on number of people are always realy and eager to follow these occu- 
pom especially our poor foreiga brethren who arrive at these shores, to 
a0 payer from grinding tyranny, and rejoice to discover some means, however 
precarious, for earning a livelihood. Ignorant as they areof the language and the 
customs of this land, they are disabled from communicating direct with the mas'‘er 
tailors and the wholesale boot and shoemakers, and thus a system has sprung up under 
which they are employed by middlemen or sub-contractors, who are called by the ugly 
name of “Sweaters,” be ause it is alleged that they exact from their workpeople an 


 oxessive amount of work in return for the lowest possible remuneration, Much 


opprobriam is cast upon these man, for it is alleged that they force their operatives 
t the acceptance of such rates of wage as are incompatible wit) the acquisition of 
the commonest and most indisp-nsable necessaries of life, whilst they themselve: 
lead an easy life of comparative affluence. As a rule these charzes are probably 
uifounded, inasmuch as the “Sweater” often works as hard as his work men and his 
profits are not greatly in excess of the wages e ined by those whom he employs. It 
will be found I think, that the chief blame rests with those so-called manufac 
tirérs or rather merchants, who take advantage of the stress of cimpotition as 
ketween middleman ani middleman to bext down prices lower and lower. The 
fact cannot be gainsaid that the entire syetem is fraught with evils, the greatness 
of which would b3 folly to disguise, 


(On the one hand, no doubt, it forms a triumphant refutation of our traducers. 
You have heard the charge ofttimes brought against us, that it is inherent in the 
character of the Hebrew to shirk ordinary labour, that he prefers to live 
by the work of the head rather than by the work of the hand. Who cin 
toil harder than oue poor Russian and Polish brethren, from early morn 
till farinto tke night, snatching up, as I have seen, in the interval of their 
labour a hard crust of bread and a moreel of herring? And now, by a strange 
inconsistency, fault is found with us because we work t20 hard, and are content 
with too lowa wage! The justice of this imputation I admit. Our working classes toil 
with terrible severity. It is true that the Almighty has ordained ‘‘In the sweat 
of thy brow shalt thou eat breid till thou return unt» the ground.” And the 
Midrash rightly points out that this is not a curse which God has pronouncel upon 
mankind, for when Adam after his disobedience heard the doom that had been pro- 
nounced by the Lord, that the earth should bring forth thorns and thistles, he was 
deeply grieved and said, “ shall Tani the ass eat at the same crib? Shall I live 
like the loser animal, which browses on the spontaneous produce of the soil ?”? But 
when he heard the Divine command “In the sweat of thy brow thou shalt eat 
bread,” he was comforted, for he felt that ke would be elevated high above the 
brate, inasmuch as he would live by the fruit of his own exertions. But, alas! 
Heaven's blessing has now been turned into a curse. Owing to the stress of compe- 
tition, the sweat of labour too o'tan becomes the sweat of torture. The Psalmis‘ 
sings “Man goes forth unto his work and his labour until the eveniny,’’ and in 
accordance herewith it is prescribed in the DDYD'}2N * that workmen are to quit 
their homes at sunrise, and to labour unto nightfall,” and this a3 you know, is ia 
Palestine, a uaiform period of 12 hours, But alas! how much harder is the toil 
impose} upon our labourers here, How sad: to reflect that thousands and tens of 
thousands are doomed to a life of misery from which there is no escape on this side 
of the grave! How sad to think that owing to the incessant toil, well nigh all joy 
is crushed out of their existence, Their's is a life without recreation, a life devoid 
of alequate rest. Labouring as they do in ill-ventilated workshops, in a stifling 
atmosphere, beyon 1 the limits of exhaustion, a progeny must sprivg up stunted in 
ature and deteriorated in physique, Nor can we disguise the fact from ourselves 
thot the existence of this system is used t» fan the embers of antipathy and ill-will 
‘gulnst our race.

Tam bitterly grieved when I hear the names of certain manufacturers 
mentioned who, either themselves or through their managers, use every pretext and 
subterfuge in orde: to cut down payment for work, treating those whore who are 
in their power with insults and contempt. It is humiliating to read the statement 
made by the Government Inspector of Factories,’ that in these trades the maxim 
that “all Israel are brethren” seems not to be adhered to, Oh, that my words could 
reach far beyond the confines of this synagogue, unto those who are guilty of such 
conduct, aye—and not my own brethren only but likewise my Christian fellow 
countrymen, And they are not my words. They are the utterances of the Heaven- 
inspired prophet, “The Lord standeth up to plead, and standeth to judge the people. 
The Lord will enter into judgment with those who eat up the vineyard (who stain 
and tesmirch the fair fame of Israel). The spoil of the poor is in your homes. 
What mean ye that cruch my people and grind the faces of the poor saith the Lord 


God of Hosts.” Have those poor victims of persecution not suffered enough in the © 


land of their birth? Must they now become victims of your avarice and haste to 
get rich? Have they not sufficiently been ground down beneath the iron hoof of 
Cespotism? Oh, be mindfal of the spirit of tender bumanity inculcated by our Law 
Remember the words read last Sabbath, “And if thy brother that dwelleth by 
thee be waxen por and te sold unto thee thou shalt not compel him to sarve as a 
bondsman, Thon shalt not rule over him with rigour bat feat thy God.” Coald 
there be a more stringent, a mors pathetic admonition not to take advantage of the 
necessities of our impoverished brother? Is it not pitiful when we hear of employers 
acting towards their men like slave-drivers, like Phataoh's taskmasters? Is it hot 


pitiful when we hear of masters, who compel their men to bring home their work on 


the Sabbath? Is it not humiliating when we hear that the sacred day of rest is 
systematically profaned by men being engaged and wages settled and fixed on that 
day? Is it not hamiliating when we see and hear that the workshops are so deficient 
in cleanliness—worksbops belonging to Jews, who fir-t tanght the world that 
cleanliness is next to godliness? We sometimes heat it said by our foreign 
bréthren when they are reproved for a breach of the Law, Dieses ist cine 
Freie Medinah, Aye this is a free country! You are free to do what you 
wish, but mind—subject to the Laws of Goland man, Thes2 you cannot defy with 
impunity. And mind further—the laws of this land are intended no¢ to cripple and 
constrain, but to safeguard and protec’. . The laws of God are not to enslave and 
hinder, but to save and bless, To you, bith employers and employed, I lift up my 
voice with all earnestness andin deep affection. Obey the precepts of your God, keep 
the laws of the land. Be true t» your God, true to yourselves, true to your fellow- 
men. And a; for us it behoves us to persevere in, an} to extend the measure, which 
is already bearing gool fruit, the apprenticing of the childeea of our working 
classes to remunerative handicrafts, which are not overstocked and not liable. to 
great fluctuations, so that the comisg geveration unlike the present may consist of 
sturjy and skil'ed mechanics, who by the strength of their hands will occupy an 
honoured place among the artizans of the land, united with them to protect their

THE JEW AND HIS IDEALS. 


We have already briefly commented on the passages ‘referring to the 
Jews in Mr. Freperick Myers’ article on “The Disenchantment of 
France,” which appears in the current number of the Nineteenth Century. 
The statements of Mr. Myzrs, however, are sufficiently important to justify a 
somewhat ampler consideration. Upon the fidelity of the gloomy picture of 


the intellectual and moral state of France, which Mr. Myers has drawn} That purpose he discerns in the dissemination of moral and spiritual truth ; 


qth such graphic force, we shall pronounce no judgment. We would 
merely say that if his representation of French ideas is not more exact than 
nis account of modern Jewish thought and sentiment there is far more hope 
for the future of our Gallic neighbours .than his melancholy descriptions 
would permit us to cherish. | | 


Mr, Myers contrasts with the moral disruption produced in France | 


by the decay of the old ideals the happy condition of the Jews who have 
slready become acclimatized in a world without hopes. If society in France 
‘sas thoroughly steeped in pessimism as Mr. Myers would have us believe, 
‘t ighard to see how even the Jews can teach it anything in philosophic 
materialism. He gives plenty of instances to show how deeply the “ general 
collapse of hopes and ideals” in that country has tinged, not literature 
merely, but the practical conduct of everyday life. And that being the case 
it would appear that, far from being fitted to sit at the feet of the wordly- 
minded Jew, French society has already bettered his instruction. 


But is Mr. Myers’s account of the modern Jewish mind trustworthy ? 
Is it true that the Israelite has long since lost all his, traditional hopes? 
Isit true that he lives in a world of merely sordid ideals, and that the 
glowing conceptions, which once inspired the great ones of his race, are for 
him but the murmurs of a far-off ocean, which he is ever leaving further 
and further behind ? Jews themselves can answer this question in but 
one way, We donot deny that there may be some exceptional cases among 
us, Which would seem to give colour to Mt, Myers’s assertions. There are 
always some hearts which even the most eloquent appeals fail to move. And 
no doubt there are Jews—Jews by race rather than by religion—who are 


content with the materialistic aims that centre in their daily pursuits and 


pleasures, and in whom the higher hopes preached by their ancestral 


creed find no sympathetic echo. We will admit this, but we affirm that, if 


thereare such callous hearts among us, but not of us, they are few in 
number, and that, spiritually, they are not real factors of modern Judaism. 
The religious condition of the rest of their race will bzar a different and a 
worthier description. There are millions of Jews in the world, and of 


these the great majority cherish strongly those traditional ideals which were 


shadowed forth by Law-giver and Prophet. If this be denied it is sufficient 
to point in reply to the Jewish Prayer Book, which is full of references to 
the advent of the Messianic time when the political status of Isragu shall 
be revived, and when his lost Fatherland shall be his once’ more. 
Or the utterances of the modern Jewish Pulpit may be cited— 
n which, with an emphasis which grows rather than diminishes, the

mankind is insisted upon, and the practical truth set forth that they who

| rously. As in olden days the longing for the personal Messiah is strongest , 


where the lot of the Jew is most miserable, it is weakest where that lot is 
happiest. But the change amounts only to adaptation not to destruction, 
The Israelite has not lost his hopes, it would be-strange indeed had he done 
so, seeing the character of the race is decidedly optimist—he has only altered 
them under the pressure of his environment. This nineteenth century finds 
him still watching for the dawn—if not with the intense yearning of his 
oppressed forefathers in the days of yore, at least with the settled calmness 
of those who believe. And if his imagination does not people the sky with 
the same glory which entranced the mental gaze of his ancestors, if he 
dreams no longer of a Jewish state powerful among the nations of the earth, 
of the resuscitated royal house of Davin, of a Temple risen;from its ashes 
on Zion, tended by white-robed priests and filled with the smoke of sacrifices, 
he has visions no less exalted, no less inspiring... To him the survival of 
his race is a fact which a world-wide putpose aloné’can completely explain, 


and so the future of his hopes becomes a time when, aided by Israzu’s 
teaching and example, mankind will have climbed to a state of perfection 
from which, as yet, itis only too far distant. Here is an ideal which no 
“ disenchantment” can kill, and which can only ba destroyed by the world’s. 
complete regeneration. Here is a task which will suffice to employ the moral 
powers of the Jew for many and many an ages. Mr. Myers thinks that 
modern Judaism isa mere bond of race. The description is not exact. 
What is true is that Judaism is a racial bond as well as a religious system. 


And in that very fact lies the guarantee of its survival—a survival due to 
the imperishableness of its ideals. In the mission of his race and in the 


desire to promote its success, in the national pride he takes in making 


Isract a factor in the moral progress of the world—in this is to be found: 
the safeguard of the Jew against a benumbing pessimism, and the assurance 


that he still possesses the springs of a healthy and a vigorous life, 


“JEWISH PORTRAITS” BY LADY MAGNUS.

Lady Magnus has collected into this charming little voluins (T. Fisher Unwin), 
the various articles she has contributed oa Jewish subjects to the Magazines during 
the last few years. ‘These include characterisations of Jehudah Halevi, Heinrich 
Heine, Mcnasseh ben Israel, and Moses Mendelssohn ;a sketch of Jewish life in the 
Ghetto ; and an account of Talmudic charity. Atl these topics are touched upon 


with a light and facile pen, and, what is mora, are treated with real sympathy 


which is soon communicated to the reader by the art of the author. Lady Magnus 
does not profess to give any new facts about her sitters. She attempts with a 
few rapid and skilful touches of the brush to bring out the leading lines of their 
characters and to arouse enthusiasm for all that is noble and memorable in their 
lives. In this she is very successful, and few can read her “ Portraits” without 
having a fuller insight into, and sympathy with, the hidden poetry of Jewish 
lives in the past. The evident enthusiasm of Lady Magnus for her 
subject gradually communicates itself to her readers, and thus her work is, in 
the best sense of the word, educational. No prizegiving among Jewish children 
will be henceforth complete that shall not include some copies of “ Jewish 
Portraits.” The volume is elegant enough for the purpose ; it has a sketch by 
Mr. Furniss for its frontispiece, and through its pages throbs a warm Jewish 
heart that beats'in sympathy for all the noblest strivings of the Jews of the past 
or present.

Boulanger had arranged with a Jewish publisher, M. Jules Rouff, nephew of the 
editor of the Archives Israélites, to bring out his memoirs. He could not, thercfere, 
have desired to “ get rid of the Jews.” 


PRESENTATION TO THE Rev. B, BeRLINER.—A pleasing incident marked the 
close on Sunday of the weekly meeting of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue 
Religion Classes. In the presence of all the pupils, Master Harry Woolf, of Marl- 
borough Place, presented.on their behalf to the Rev. B. Berliner a handeome fruit 
and flower stand, filled with choice flowers, which hai been subscribed for by every- 
one of the children. Master Woolf, who bad taken the initiative in the movement, 
addressed a few suitable words to Mr. Berliner, and was followed by Mr. 8, Van 
Raalte, one of the teachers, In reply, Mr. Berliner thanked his young friends for 
the great pleasure they hid given him through their unexpected mark of affection, 
and urged on them that, though he appreciated as highy as possible their gift, 
to which as he learnt all bad so willingly contributed, the greatest reward they 
could bestow on their teachers would be to become good and worthy Israclites, and 
thus reflect credit on the Classes and on the community at large.

- Tag memorial over the grave of the late Mr. John Samuel ia the Willesden 
Cemetery was “set” on Tuesday with the usual religious ceremony, which was 


‘attended by several relatives and friends of the deceased, including the Furl of 


Rossvery. It consists of an elaborate stone of Carrara marble, fixed on a 
polished Aberdeca granite base. The grave stands ina plot enclosed by granite 
curbing, with massive galvanised railings. Ia the centre of the plot has been 
erected a polished granite memorial recording the names of Mrs, Isaac Cohen

Although marred by those greenish half tints 
typical of the French school, which Mr. Solomon affects, this work is unsurpassed 
by any in the Academy for the knowledge it evinces in the rendering of the nude. 
The modelling of the dead body of the child lying face downwards on the temple 
ateps revives the best traditions of the early masters. Rare As the skill 
‘with which the draperies are printed, and even the President, whose 
draping of the figures in his “Andromache at the Well ”’ represents the study 
of a life-time, cannot carry away the palm for delicate and accurate manipulation 
‘from Mr. Solomon. In some of the details the picture requires more work up on it, 
the painter having evidently boen unable to quite complete it in time for the exhibi. 
tion, If we remember rightly “ Cassandra was ina similar condition when first 
exhibited. A classical theme also inspires Mr. Frank L. Emanuel, who represents 
in his “ Calliope” the heroic muse crowning with bay the youthful poet who has 
deposited his work at her feet. We detect in this picture, full of promise, the per. 
formance of a young artist groping his way to greater excellences, and although 
the back-ground bears evidence of haste, we anticipate that ere long M r. Emanuel 
will make his mark. The correctness of th» kneeling figure proves Mr. Emannel to 
have passed the stage of studentship. Coming to the subjects of everyday life we 
find Miss Ellen Montalba contributing a pleasant study of a buxom Datch beauty, 
atarding complacently with her arms folded, against a back ground of blue and 
white tiles, Her black dress falling in bold folds lends as sistance to the idea of 
strength conveyed by her shapely if somewhat massive arms, whilst a rel coral 
necklet bestows a welcome note of colour. A more than usually satisfactory pro” 
duct of Mr. Albert Ludovici's atelier is to ba notelin his “Songs of Chi'dhood,” a 
charming harmony of delicate if hazy colour. Two children singing to the 
accompaniment of a spinnet give the picture its title, Anoth er pret!y picture o¢ 
childhood is Mr. Joseph Mordecai’s “ Daydreams.” Mr. E. B, Stanley Montefiore 
deserts this year the rustic scenes he has accustomed us to expect from him, aad 
sends tostead a rendering of the poem of “ Ths Empty Chair.”

Miss Ellen 
Cohen’s study of aa Oriental entitlel “ tchmed Pasha,” hung upon one of the 
screens, is broad in effect and treatm2a‘, marking a cons'derable advance upon 
the previous efforts of this painstaking artist, We notice amongst the 
miniatures a strikingly truthful portrait of Miss Cohen by Mr. Henry Gray, and 
Lionel and Evelyn, sons of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, by Mr. Charles Turrell, 
one child riding on a rocking-horse and the other standing. Miss Ethel J. Rosen 
berg contribates “ Edith, daughter of Colonel Stanley Clarke,” and “ Miss Madeling 
Stanley.” Ina the adjoining room Mr. Lawrence B. Phillips is represented by an 
etching after his picture of Twickenham Church, which was at Manchester last 
year. [tis the most important piecs of work Mr, Phillips has yet done in etching, 
the old church withits picturesque surroun lings of water, swans and foliage being 
capitally rendered. One of the most striking busts in the Central Hall is a fire 
representation of the intellectual features of the late Sir George Jessel, Master of 
the Rolls, by Mr. Walter R.Ingram. Close by is Miss Henrietta Montalba’s con- 
ception of the bust of Pallas in Edgar Poe’s poem of the “Raven,” a classic head 
which, although suffering from the conjunction of a rather pantomimic raven, is 


fine in feeling and full of the etchings of Greek art. Miss Montalba disappoints 


her admirers in not attempting more important work.

ScHOOLS IN THE EAst,—The Jacob and Caroline Loebel School in Bucharest 
to which the Council had voted £20, commemorates the names of the testators. It 
is attended by 422 pupils, and admits ‘children at an earlier age than is done in 
Christian primary schools. Instruction in secular and religious subjects is given 
through the mediam of the Roumanian language. German is also taught, — The 
school at Fez (Morocco) is attended by 83 pupils; four languages are taught, 
Hebrew, Arabic, French and Spanish. An idea of the lawlessness of the place may 
be gathered from the fact that a soldier is attached to the &chool to guard the 
pupils.—A report on the Haifa (Palestine) school is chiefly interesting in the cir- 
cumstance that English is being taught to the pupils, and that they, as well as the 
head master who is also studying the language, are making good progress in this sub- 
ject, The annual report of the Salonica Schools states that in the three schools for boys, 
girls and infants, there are 728 pupils, of whom 410 were almitted gratis. Several 
of the boys who had left have found good employment in mercantile houses; 27 lads 
had also been apprenticed to various trades. Baron and Baroness de Hirsch have 
greatly fostered the Technical Institution. In the Talmud Tora School there are 
1,198 pupils, to whose advancement the new Grand Rabbi, Signor Covo, is giving 
special atteation. The teaching of the Turkish Janguage has been introduced, and

Some years ago Mr. de Pass and his 
committee hai acted wisely in removing the boys from their school to secure for 
them the advantages of the bast secular education, and seeing the success of the 
plav, he asked himself what was to be done for the future? His hope and his wish, 
perhaps an ideal and optimistic one, was that the boys might again be united with 
the congreg.ition, and that means would be found to give them the same secular 
instruction as, ithad been proved, could be provided for the girls. Heagreed that public 
schools bad many advantages over denominational schools; but on the other hand 
even the public schools were toeome extent denominational schools, for they taught a 
religion which was not that of the Jews, and Jewish pupils required permission to 
abstain from attending the course of religious instruction. He, therefore, 
pleaded for the maintenance of the oldest school in the community as a secular as 
well as a religious educational institution, and for the preservation of that glori- 
ous heritage which had been handed down by successive generations. Dr,Gaster 
concluded by moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman. 

Mr. CLAUDEG. MONTEFIORE, in seconding the vote of thauks, raid thatif the con- 
gregation desired to establish a secular school suited to the requirements of the age, it 
was not beyond their power, the question being simply one of pounds, shillings and 
pence. Mr. Montefiore denied that the Board Schools could be in any way con- 
sidered as denominational schools; for although the Rector of the parish might 
have influence in a Board School it was not under his thum as a Church School 
would be. He earnestly begged the meeting not to run away with the idea enun- 
ciated by Dr. Gaster, and he declared that even in Board Schools where Jewish 
children were not in the majority, the best understanding existed between Jewish 
and Christian pupils, and friendships were contracted between them, which would 
be of the utmost advantage to the welfare of all the citizens of this great city. In 
those schools, too, the utmost consideration was extended to the Jewish pupils by 
the masters, and he reminded the meeting that Board Schools were readily placed 
at the disposal of the Religious Classes in connection with the Jewish Association 
for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 

The vote of thanks to the Chairman was carried by acclamation, and was 
acknowledged by Mr. Mocatta.

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday 
last at the offices of the Board, Devonshire Square. There were present ; Mr. 
B. L. Cohen, President, in the chair ; Messrs. L. L. Alexander, J. 8. Ballin, 
Barrow Emanuel, Lewis Emanuel, F. D. Mocatta, A. Rosenfeld, Myer Salaman, 
B. I. Van Staveren. ; 

The CHAIRMAN reported that in accordance with the instructions of the pre- 
vious meeting, the Government stock held by the Board, and amounting to 
£12,000 new 3 per cents., had been sold out and the proceeds invested in deben- 
ture stock of the Manchester, Sheffield and Lincolnshire, Great Eastern, and 
Great Northern Railways. 

Mr. Lionet L. ALEXANDERr, Hon. Sec., reported the election of Mr H. Berliner 
as representative at the Board of the Federation of Minor Synagogues, and the 


- receipt of £2 2s. as his contrioution. Mr. Alexander also reported that the 


Secretary of the Widows’ Philanthropic Society had intimated the intention of 
convening a meeting of the Governors and Subscribers to sanction the arrange- 
icent arrived at by the last meeting of the Board, and in such case Mr. Jacob 
Levy would be the representative of the Society at the Board. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that Mr, D. F. Schloss, as Hon. Secretary of the 
Sanitary Committee, had some time ago called his attention to the unsafe condi- 
tion of a “Chevra” Synagogue in Fieldgate street, Whitechapel, and as the 
Federation of Minor Synagogues was now in official relation with the Board, he 
had accordingly put?himself in communication with Mr. Berliner, its representative. 
But although he had written to Mr. Berliner more than six weeks ago, that 
gentleman's reply had only been received that afternoon. Mr. Berliner im- 


peached the complaint in question, and in view of this conflict of testimony, and | 


the absence of Mr. Berliner from the meeting, nothing could be done that day. 
Mr. Cohen, howevre, expressed bis readiness to visit the Synagogue without 
delay in order to arrive at the actual facts. 

The meeting concurred in the Chairman’s proposal. 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER having at a subsequent stage of the proceedings, referred 
to the honorary services rendered at Hamburg by Herr Samson, in connection 
with the retarn of Russian and Polish immigrants from London, the Chairman 
said that the Board had hitherto not publicly recognised their honorary agent’s 
services. A favourable opportunity for doing so offered itself on the approachin 
“silver wedding ” of Herr Samson, and he therefore suggested that the cordia 
congratulations of the Board be conveyed to that gentleman on the auspicious 
anniversary. This suggestion was adopted. , 

' The CHAIRMAN, in submitting the financial statement, said that Mr. F. A. 
Lucas, one of the Treasurers, was greatly concerned at the financial position of the 
Board. The balance was at present about £250 less than at the corresponding 
period of last year, whilst during the last two months the weekly expenditure 
was not only froin £150 to £200 a week above that for the corresponding 
weeks in 1887, but was actually in excess of the expenditure for the depth of 
winter so far as last year was concerned. Unless, therefore, the finances were 
improved—and he earnestly appealed to subscribers whose overdue contributions, 
which he peguites as positive debts, exceeded £350, to pay more regularly and 
promptly—the Board would in a short time come to the end of its resour-es and 
would have, therefore, to curtail its expenditure. 

Mr. ALEXANDER, in reply to a question, stated that the Board was spending 
more than asual on emigration cases. ~ | 

The remainder of the meeting was taken up with applications from some offi- 
cers of the Board for increases of salary. |

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


On Sunday last the Annual General Meeting of the contributors to the Stepney

that with the exception of school accommodation, he could congratulate the contri- 
butors upon the condition of the affairs of the Institution.

school-room space. The Government Inspector had on several occasions referred to 
the deficiency, There were 600 children in the school who practically were huddled 
up in their schoolrooms. It was sufficiently unfortunate if the children were 
haddled up in their homes, or in the future were to work in over-crowded rooms 
but it was imperative that proper provision should be made at thatschool. _ 

Mr. B. Kiscu, M.A., in seconding the resolution said he considered it 


eminently gratifying that educational relations had been establish:d between the: 


school and the People’s Palace. He paid a tribute of praise to the memory of 
the late Mrs. Marcus Adler, who had been one of the mint ardent stpnsbbecs of 
the schools. : 

Mr. Herbert Bentwitcu said that the Institution did not receive the public 
support it deserved. The annual subscriptions formed avery meagre portion of the 
total receipts, and he hoped that this deficiency would soon be remedied. 

The Annual Report and Balance-sheet were then unanimously adopted.

The 
Chairman asked the meeting not to be det2rred by the remarks of the last speaker. 
The Manchester Jewish Community wasa wealthy one, and well abie to maintain 
both the Boardof Guardians and the Home, if properly appealed to, Compared 
with their London brethren they in the provinces had comparatively few calls on 
their purses, and if the arguments they had heard were to prevail, the prospect for 
the metropolitan poor would indeed be a gloomy one, for there was scarcely an 
institution that was not in deb’.

“It, therefore, population is to receive a fresh impulse, it would seem desirable either 
that some fresh value should be found for life, or that the race should accustom 
iteelf more thoroughly to the narrowest ideal, And this view is supported, so to 
say, from the opposite quarter by the growing influence throughout French politics, 
business, society, of a race whose distinguishing peculiarity lies inthe fact that they 
have already traversed their great disappointment ; that they have learnt at last to 
silence the heart’s infinite appeal ; that they walk among us, but not of us, grimly 
smiling when our voices repeat, in new tones of yearning, those very phrases from 
Hebrew psalmist or prophet which the Chosen People themselves have found to 
fail. For—with the exceptions which sheer atavism must needs produce in a race 
ofa David anda Paul—the modern Jew has chrystalised his religion into a mere 
bond of race ; it steadies rather than disturbs his worldly endeavours, and he stands 
before us in complete adaption to 7 spiritual conditions, the type of what we 
may all some day become, if our inward Jerusalem also is destro ed. and the Holy 
City of our dreams laid level with the dust of the earth. The Jews at one end of 
the scale, the Chinese at the other—these are the races that have already fitted 
themselves for an universe without hope. Who shall say that they shall not there- 
fore gradually subdue us? As after some age-long heaping of sandbanks along a 
solitary cost, the creatures which can first endure the life of land-locked pools will 
displace those through whose structure runs an indomitable yearning for the 
tides and vastness of the sea,”
